NEEDN’T FEAR 


RECESSION 


TEL AVIV. — -Commerce and In- 
dustry Minister Halim Bar-Lev sald 
Friday that it was too soon to tell 
whether the Government's month- 
old economic programme had suc- 
ceeded in cooling off the economy. 

But Mr. Bar-Lev, who was speak- 
ing on Israel Radio's Interview of 
the Month programme, said that 
whatever happens there is no reces- 
sion in sight for Israel. He also 
hoped the plan would reduce in- 
fiation to 20 per cent 2 year. 

Describing the plan as a balanced 
one which distributes the burden 
fairly among the various levels of 
the population, Mr. Bar-Lev said it 
would take attother two months to 
tell if it is working. It might, he 
added, produce a slower growth- 
vate than the one-time nine to 10 
per cent, and the need for workers 
to change jobs. But it would not 
cause unemployment. 

Be did not think anyone willing 
to travel 15 or 20 km. from his home 
would have to go without work. 

On Investment, the Minister men- 
tioned two unfavourable factors : an 
exagetration of the long-term trend 
of money into services (which bring 
a higher return) rather than into 
production, and a falling off of 
foreign investment, apparently due 
to the security situation. There had 
not, however, been any slowdown of 
local investment in industry. 

As to restraining inflation, Mr. 


Bar-Lev said it would be impossible 
τὸ reduce this to seven or eight pez 
cent a year in the current world 
economic situation. But it could, if 


the public cooperated (by not raising ΕἾ 


prices), be got down to 20 per cent 
@ year instead of 30 per cent. 
Turning to the matter of the ter- 


ritories, Mr. Bar-Ley said that the ἡ 
Jordan River would remain Israel's ἐδ 


security boundary, and that whatever 
happens, Judes and Samaria will 
continue to form a single economic 
unit with Israel. There is work for 
areas Arabs within the Green Line, 
he said, noting that the living 
standard has improved four-fokl in 
Judea and Samaria aince the Six 
Day War. 

Mr, Bar-Lev did not believe there 
bad been any meaningful change in 
the balance of military force between 
Israel and the Arab states Israel 
had proved in battle that it still 
held a qualitative edge, he said. 

On another question, he said the 
army would be playing with fire if 
it assigned staff tasks to retired 
senior officers who have become 
active in polities (a clear reference 
to the Likud’s Ariel Sharon}. But 
he did not think it out of line for 
a serving officer “who works 20 
hours a day and serves far from his 
home" to use his army car and 
driver to do tasky “which all of us 
do for ourselves,” (an equally clear 
reference to Aluf Eliahu 2e'ira).

Social workers seeking 
protection against violence.

TEL AVIV. — The Social Workers 
Union is urging that measures be 
taken to protect members against 
what it claims is an increasing 
number of violent applicants in 
social welfare bureaus. 

Because current arrangements 
leave social workers unprotected 
against such applicants, Union Sec- 
retary Orah Oppenheim said the 
unfon [5 insisting on proper protec- 
tion and preventive measures, 85 
well as punishment of the guilty 
individuals. 

“We are not only witnessing 
threats of violence by Individuals 
but by groups as weil,” she stated, 
adding that the threats are also 
made against the family of the 
social worker. 

The union is demanding that local 
authorities place a guard in each 
bureau and that an alarm system 
be installed so that any person 
threatened can summon help. With 
regard to preventive measures, Mrs. 
Oppenheim explained that uften the 
violence results from delays in pay- 
ing allowances, a situation over 
which the social worker has no 
control. The suggested solution 
would be for the local authority to 
pay the allowance and then file a 
bill with the Social Welfare Min- 
istry. 

The Union Secret complained 
particularly about the police attitude, 
reporting that the police ofen arrive 
hours after being summoned. She 
said police insist on knowing the 
social worker’s home address in the 
presence of the assailant, leaving the 
workers — usually women — open 
to threats at home.

Demonstration at J’lem conference 


The intricate art of microsurgery 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Four white rats crouched around 
a high-powered microscope were 
the featured stars at Jerusalem's 
Binyenei Ha'ocoma, where hundreds 


of surgeons thered last week 
for the Fifth’ International Con- 


gress of the Transplantation So- 
clety. 

Dr. Earl Owen of Randwick, Aus 
tralia, a specialist in child surgery, 
was demonstrating the art of mi- 
crosurgery —- ἃ medica] technique 
practised by 8 scattered group of 
surgeons around the world. Using 
microscopes that enlarge structures 
up to 20 times, they have recorded 
successes by performing operation? 
barely dreamed of a decade ago. 

In the demonstration, held last 
Thursday, Dr. Owen transplanted a 
heart into one rat, transplanted a 
kidney into another one, performed 
an end-to-end artery graft on a 
third and performed an intricate 
cannulation in the chest cavity of 
the fourth. 

Although microsurgery does not 
require re-learning basic surgical 
procedures, it does require master- 
ing microscope optics; the hands 
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Jor sale or rent 


must perform on another plane from 
where the eyes are looking. The 
Jens system of the microscope 8180 
converts the line of sight, through 
prisms and mirrors, from horizontal 
to vertical. 

Microsurgery, according to Dr. 
Owen, is the real test of a surgeon's 
visual-motor coordination. 


To replace 8. child’s severed 
thumb, for example, the surgeon 
must follow the artery and vein 
grafts with an operation to rejoin 
the tiny digital nerves, to give the 
patient beck his finger’s original 
functions and sensations. The digital 
nerve is as about as thick as a 
thread of cotton, and has four 
tracts, Working like 2 telephone re- 
pairman connecting cables, Dr. 
Owen, who has performed more 
than 80 severed finger grafts, 
spends hours with his eyes glued 
to the microscrope, deftly. matching 
one strand to another. 

Dr. Owen's interest in the trans-

LONDON (‘JTA), — Soviet mine-sweepers are laying detection de- 
vices on the Red Sea bed to monitor ship movements in the area, the 


According to the report, Western intelligence sources believe that 
all Egyptian mines have already been cleared from the area, and 
that the Russian ships are now concentrating on bugging the entire 
area. It said that the West was first alerted to these activities by 
the “leisurely pace” et which the Soviet task force was working. 

Once the Suez Canal is reopened, the paper said, any ship passing 
through the Strait of Gubal, between the Gulf of Suez and the Red 
Sea, will have its underwater “sound signature” recorded for Soviet 
submarine warfare experts. These submarines carry libraries of 
taped recordings, particularly of warship noises, and a good sub- 
marine sonar operator can teil precisely the type of vessel in his 
area by comparing its sounds with those in his ‘library.

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Soviet, Britain clash 
over Cyprus at UN 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The Security Council, in a ses- 
sion marked by a bitter clash 
between the British and Soviet 
delegates, on Friday unanimously 
approved a call for relief mea- 
sures for some 200,000 Cypriot re- 
fugees and steps Teading to a ne 
gotiated settlement of the Cyp- 
rus problem. 

Britain, France and Austria joint- 
ly sponsored the resolution, which 
responded to an appeal by the chief 
Cypriot delegate, Zenon ‘Rossides, 
for help for the refugees, 

Both Rossides and Turkish Am- 
bassador Osman Olcay termed the 
resolution imadequate. Soviet Am- 
bassador Jacob Malik, Council Pre- 
sident, who had been expected to 
abstain, cast his vote for it. 

He too said it was inadequate. 
Malik called for acceptance of the 
Soviet proposal for an international 
conference on the Cyprus probiem 
attended by Cyprus, Greece and 
Turkey and all 15 members of the 
council, 


The Soviet delegate repeated his 
Previous attacks on “the narrow cir- 
cles of Nato,” which, he said, were 
trying to carve up Cyprus. He de- 
manded the total withdrawal of for- 
eign troops from the island and as- 
serted that the system of guaran- 
tees set up under the agreement 
had proved useless. 

Malik said events also had proved 
pe DADkTUpecy of the Geneva nego- 
tlations. Their collapse in mid-Au- 
gust was foltowed by new fight- 


The Geneva declaration of the 
three guarantors of independence — 
Britain, Greece and Turkey — was 
inconsistent with the council’s own 
first resolution on Cyprus in the 
current crisis, he said. The a 
participant” in the 8 sys- 
tem, Britain, aiso rejected that coun- 


cil decision, he said. 

This was indicated by the pre- 
sent proposal of the Gritish dele- 
gate, he went .on. 

‘Malik was understood to be al- 
luding to British Ambassador Ivor 
Richard’s co-authorship of Friday's 
resolution and its failure to include 
any call for the withdrawal of for- 
eign troops. 

‘Bis faced flushed with anger, 
Richard rejoined that the Soviet de- 
legate had used his position as 
Council President to attack Britain 
in a statement that was irrelevant, 
unhelpfyl and mischievous. 

‘Until you teoR the floor we had 
ἃ debate which was addressing it- 
self to the realities of the sftua- 
tion,” he told Malik. Referring to 
ἃ remark by the Soviet delegate 
that the non-aligned states sup- 
ported the Soviet proposal for an 
international conference, Ricbard 
said: “You do not speak for the 
non-aligned nations. ‘With respect, 
you are one of the most aligned 
nations in this whole organization.” 

If the Soviet delegate believed 
there was a genuine opinion in fa- 
vour of the Soviet proposals, he 
would no doubt have presented a 
resolution. But he had not and it 
was because he knew there were 
not sufficient votes for it, Richard 
said. Nor did the Russians propose 
an amendment to the new resolution 
under study, he pointed out. 

U.S. Ambassador John Scali also 
rejected the Soviet Union's call for 
an international conference and Ma- 
lik’s “vague charges of mysterious 
machinations by unidentified mem- 
vers of Nato.” 

‘These stories might amuse or Ἐ- 
tillate the readers of summertime 
fiction on the beaches of the Cri- 
mes, Scali said, but such fairy-tales 
would not help solve the Cyprus 
problem.
